amo n g y o ung men.

He to ld o f the 
, sp ecial effo rts made directly fo r the 
sav in g o f y o ung men; o f the fact that 
Go d has added His blessing in a po w­ 
erfu l manner and that no w there are 
mo re men than wo men attending the 
reg u lar serv ices. 
"Th e man with the m essage.” 
He 
is net easily daunted; he meets diffi­ 
cu lties and o v erco mes them. 
McCall, 
wh en h e first went to Paris, knew just 
ab o u t eno ugh o f the French language 
to say ‘‘Go d lo v es y o u;” and y et he 
filled Paris with Go d’s message. Ca­ 
rey , in India, met 
with 
o ppo sitio n 
fro m the

with it be rejected. 
Chief 
J ustice 
Jo h n Marshall, serv ing o n the bench 
in the 
day s o f Geo rge Washingto n, 
g av e guidance to the law students o f 
th at day and to the 
students 
and 
co u rts ev en to the present day . 
He 
hai n o precedent o n which to base his 
ideas o f the 
co ntro l o f a great re­ 
p u b lic; he had caught the great and 
fundamental truth o f the rights o f the 
indiv idual—a go v ernment by the peo ­ 


ple and fo r the peo ple; this tho ught! 
co ntro lled him and co ntro lled Wash­ 
ingto n as well. 
“ Yo u kno w certain men who are 
wo nderful in their po wer in the Chris­ 
tian life; they seldo m make mistakes, 
but seem to hav e an intuitiv e kno wl­ 
edge o f ho w and when to do the right 
thing. 
They simply belo ng to 
the 
class kno wn as ‘the man with the mes­ 
sage.’ They hav e dedicated their liv es 
to the 
serv ice o f Go d; their hearts 
are so filled with the light o f the mes­ 
sage that they rarely make mistakes. 
“ Hav e y o u heard o f the ‘Geo rge Re­ 
public,’ situated in New Yo rk state? 
The pro jecto r and fo under makes 
it 
the business o f his life to lift up bo y s 
and girls; to rescue them fro m the 
pitfalls and snares o f the great and 
wicked city o f New Yo rk, take them

with go o d influences and pure life and 
make them go o d and no ble and use­ 
ful citizens; o utcast ho y s 
and girls 
transfo rmed into no ble men and wo 
men, useful and helpful members 
o f 
so ciety . Geo rge walks in the light o f 
his Go d-giv en message. 
“ Such men as Geo rge get nex t to 
needy liv es and hearts. 
It is a wo n­ 
derful thing to get nex t to peo ple, to 
get ho ld o f the po o r and the needy 
and ho ld them up, to help them and 
strengthen them. 
“ Can y o u fill the place o f ‘the man 
with the m essage’ to the y o ung men 
o f East Liv erpo o l? This is really my 
questio n o f questio ns fo r y o ur eo nsid 
eratio n to day .' 
Giv e y o urself to Go d 
aright, witho ut let o r hindrance and 
lie will giv e y o u the message in full 
est po wer, with full directio ns, 
and 
y o u will no t be easily deterred, daunt 
ed o r o v erco me; beco me a » willing in 
strument in the hands o f Go d, and he

Marshall, Swift, Gladden and 
Platts took part in the services at the 
Y. M. C. A. rooms on Sunday after­ 
noon. 
Prof. Laughlin conducted the 
song service, and this was a very 
pleasing feature. “Rescue the Perish­ 
ing” was given as the opening selec­ 
tion, and the men present gave it as 
if they meant it, and as if they in­ 
tended to lend a helping hand in the 
feature of saving men from drunken­ 
ness, sin and shame, in the name of! 
the Master. 
Rev. Swift, of Beaver 
Falls, led in a touching prayer for 
God’s blessing on the meeting. Rev. 
Platts read the scripture lesson, third 
chapter of First John. Chairman Hill 
made announcement that this was 
the first service of the fall campaign 
of the Y. M. C. A., that there is 
a 
great work to do in East Liverpool 
among young men. He stated that he 
had made a jaunt around the Diamond 
just 
before the 
meeting, 
inviting 
young men to attend the service, and 
that he found four young 
men 
so 
drunk that they could not understand 
his invitation and could not read the 
printed slips he gave them. 
Rev. Marshall spoke of the young 
men in connection with christianity; 
told of the wonderful work being done 
in this line in his present pastorate 
at Des Moines, Iowa. He told of the 
v special efforts made directly for the 
saving of young men; of the fact that 
God has added His blessing in a pow­ 
erful manner and that now there are 
more men than women attending the 
regular services. 
“The man with the message.”

Falls, led in a touching prayer for 
God’s blessing on the meeting. 
Rev. 
Platts read the scripture lesson, third 
chapter of First John. Chairman Hill 
made announcement that this was 
the first service of the fall campaign 
of the Y. M. C. A., that there is 
a 
great work to do in East Liverpool 
among young men. He stated that he 
had m ade a jaunt around the Diamond

with it be rejected. Chief Justice 
John Marshall, serving on the bench

gave guidance to the law students of 
that day and to the

courts even to the present day. 
He 
bai no precedent on which to base his 
ideas of the 
control of a great re­ 
public; he had caught the great and 
fundamental truth of the rights of the 
individual—a government by the peo­ 


ple and for the people; this thought 
controlled him and controlled Wash­ 
ington as well. 
“You know certain men who are 
wonderful in their power in the Chris­ 
tian life; they seldom make mistakes, 
but seem to have an intuitive knowl­ 
edge of how and when to do the right 
thing.

much important new business. Recent­ 
ly there has been many applications 
for membership, and among the lot 
were those from other branches of the 
ndustry. 
Finally the meeting decided to throw 
open the charter for the reception of 
all branches of the general ware in­ 
dustry, including kilnmen. 
This step was taken on account of 
the 
great dissatisfaction in other 
branches of the trade regarding the 
N. B. O. P. It will be noted that the 
jiggermen and dishmakers’ local union 
now embraces the turners and hand­ 
lers branches, and is therefore what is 
known as a mixed local. 


The Trenton True American of Sat­ 
urday has the following in regard to 
the pottery situation in that city: 
At a meeting of the hollowware 
pressers’ local of the Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters, the declaration of 
the pressers in favor of the uniform 
wage scale was unanimously reaffirm 
ed. 
The pressers expressed themselves 
as heartily in favor of the list, as pre­ 
pared by the Pittsburg 
conference, 
claiming that it would be a great ben 
eflt to the entire pottery industry. 
Nothing developed in the situation 
yesterday, the 
return of two mem 
hers of the manufacturers’ committee 
on labor being awaited before further 
action is taken. 
These absent mem 
hers will be in town next Tuesday. 
The Brotherhood, which is responsi­ 
ble for the list, is very anxious that it 
should go into effect and it is possible 
that if the jiggermen persist in op­ 
posing it, a new union to include that 
branch of the industry will be formed. 
The jiggermen are now without the 
pale of the Brotherhood, having brok­ 
en away some time ago, and formed 
an independent organization. 
lf they are not willing to work in 
cooperation 
with the 
Brotherhood, 
which is conceded to be the represent­ 
ative organization of the operatives, it 
will then be up to the Brotherhood to 
take some drastic course. 
Henry Rhead, late vice president of 
the Brotherhood, yesterday sent a re­ 
quest to the True American to have 
an impression resulting from his re­ 
marks before the kilnmen, corrected. 
The remarks of Mr. Rhead were 
published in yesterday’s issue, 
and 
among other things he was reported 
as saying that some “good union men” 
had not paid a cent to the organization 
in 15 months. 
In order that this might not be in­ 
terpreted gs a slap at the men in the 
union, Mr. Rhead requests that it be 
explained that his remarks were aimed 
at the non-union men. , 
It appears that after failure to pay 
dues for three months, the constitu 
tion of the union provides that mem­ 
bers shall be dropped. While the rule 
is not rigidly enforced, there are some 
men who fail to pay dues for a year 
or more, but yet claim to be union 
men. 
“My remarks,” 
says 
Mr. 
Rhead, 
“were intended for men who are care 
less and ignore the union, but like to 
have its benefits. These are generally 
the first men to call on the union in 
times of trouble.”

In effect it was a reiteration of the 
demands previously made by the Unit­ 
ed States upon China, coupled \gjth a 
vigorous intimation that no negotia­ 
tions will be entered into until the 
Chinese government shall have com­ 
plied with those demands. 
As transmitted to the imperial gov­ 
ernment by the acting secretary of 
state through Minister Wu, the de­ 
mands. in brief, were:

That the Chinese government give 
assurance that the foreign ministers 
are alive, and if so, in what condi­ 
tion. 
That the ministers be placed In free 
communication with 
their 
govern­ 
ments, firing upon the legations to 
cease, and all dangers to their lives 
and liberty be removed.

It was an 
ancient and battered brig, without 
masts, bulwark or name, but the 
hatches were on, the cabin doors fast, 
and the hulk was buoyant. She had lit­ 
tle cargo, and that consisted of skins 
and furs in prime condition. 
No papers were found in the cabin, 
but it was figured that she was a 
sealer or trader, carrying a crew of 
IO or 12, and that she had been pro­ 
visioned for a year. 
The flour was 
spoiled, but the beef was perfectly 
preserved. 
She had been abandoned 
when frozen in an iceberg and drifted 
for years. The date of the letter found 
In the forecastle showed that the brig 
had been abandoned nearly half a 
century before.

ARMORED COFFINS 


T h e y W e r e O n ce Inert In a Ctaarch« 
s ar d In S c o t l an d . 
In the earlier half of the nineteenth! 
centu ry the p ractice of stealing b odied 
from the chu rchy ards for the p u rp ose 
of sale as su b jects for dissection, which 
was known as “b ody snatching.” wa* 
for a time v ery rife. 
Variou s p lans were made to defeat 
the nefariou s and sacrilegiou s p roceed­ 
ings of the “b ody snatehers,” or “resu r­ 
rect ionists,” as they were so metimes 
called, a v ery common one b eiu g the 
erection of two or more small watch- 
hou ses whose windows co mmanded 
the whole b u ry ing grou nd, and in 
which the friends of the deceased 
mou nted gu ard for a nu mb er of u ights 
after the fu neral. 
A u su al method of the grav e ro bbers 
was to dig down to tb e head o f the 
coffin and b ore in it a large rou nd b ole 
b y means of a sp ecially constru cted 
center b it 
It was to cou nteract this 
maneu v er that the tw'o cu riou s 
co tfin- 
like relics now ly ing on either side o f 
the door of the ru iu ed chu rch 
o f Aber- 
foy le. in Perthshire, were co nstru cted. 
They are solid masses of oast iro n o f 
enormou s weight. 
When an interment took p lace one of 
these massiv e slab s was lowered by 
su itab le derricks, tackles and chains 
on to the top of the coffin, the grav e 
was filled in. and there it was left for 
some considerab le lime. 
Later on the 
grav e was op ened and the Iron armo r 
p late was remov ed and laid aside 
ready for ano ther fu neral. 
These co ntriv ances still lie on the 
grass of tb e lonely little chu rchy ard, 
ob jects of cu riosity to the p assing cy ­ 
clist and tou rist.—Scientific American.

In the earlier half of the nineteenth 
century the practice of stealing bodied 
from tile churchyards for the purpose! 
of sale as subjects for dissection, which 
was known as “body snatching.” wa* 
for a time very rife. 
Various plans were made to defeat 
tile nefarious aud sacrilegious proceed­ 
ings of the “body snatchers,” or ‘‘resur- 
rectiouists." as they were sometimes 
called, a very common oue beiug the 
erection of two or more small watch- 
houses whose 
windows commanded! 
the whole burying ground, and 
in 
which the friends of the deceased 
mounted guard for a number of night* 
after the funeral. 
A usual method of the grave robber* 
was to dig down to the head of th* 
coffin and bore in it a large round bol* 
by means of a specially construct*} 
center bit. 
It was to counteract this 
maneuver that the two curious coffln- 
like relics now lying on either side ofj 
the door of the ruined church of Aber- 
foyle. in Perthshire, were constructed. 
They are solid masses of cast iron of 
enormous weight. 
When an interment took place one of 
these massive slabs was lowered by 
suitable derricks, tackles and chain* 
on to the top of the coffin, the grave 
was filled In. and there it was left for 
some considerable lime. 
Later on the 
grave was opened and the iron armor 
plate was removed and laid aside 
ready for another funeral. 
These contrivances still lie on the 
grass of tile lonely little churchyard, 
objects of curiosity to the passing cy­ 
clist and tourist.—Scientific American.

It was to counteract this 
maneuver that the two curious coffln- 
like relics now lying on either side of 
the door of the ruined church of Aber- 
foyle. in Perthshire, were constructed, 
They are solid m asses of cast iron of 
enormous weight. 
When an interment took place one of 
these m assive slabs was lowered by 
suitable derricks, tackles and chains 
on to the top of the coffin, the grave 
was filled In. and there it w as left for 
some considerable lime. 
Later on the 
grave was opened and the Iron armor 
plate

removed 
and

aside 
ready for another funeral. 
These contrivances still lie on the 
grass of the lonely little churchyard, 
objects of curiosity to the passing cy­ 
clist and tourist.—Scientific American.

Ferrell, a former employ e of tht 
Adams Express eoiupany , was arrested 
in this eity and confessed to the killing 
of Messenger Charles Lane and the 
rob b ery of the way safe of the Adams 
Express company on tie* IVnnsy lvania 
eastb ound train which arrived in this 
eity at midnight Friday . 
One thou­ 
sand dollars of the money which he 
had stolen was recovered. 
Ferrell was to have b een married 
Thursday next to Miss Lillian C » stlow, 
daughter of Patrick Costlow. a;i engi­ 
neer on the Pennsy lvania lines, 
lie 
had b een discharged from the employ 
of the Adams Express company ab out 
three months ago, and had not b een 
ab le to secure employ ment, 
lb * con­ 
fessed that tile motive of tin* rob b ery 
was to. secure money , of which he felt 
In great need on account of his ap­ 
proaching marriage. 
The money re­ 
covered he had given to Miss Costlow 
to keep for him, say ing that it was 
money he had saved from his earnings. 
H e was at the home of hiH affianced 
and in her company when placed under 
arrest. 
Ferrell Is b ut 22 y ears old, and has a 
splendid phy sique, b eing 6 feet 
in 
height, with dark hair and an attrac­ 
tive face. 
When the officers took him 
Into custody he assumed a nonchalant 
demeanor, b ut when ho found that he 
■Could no longer deceive the officers he 
m ade a full confession. 
After his 
statem ent had b een taken b y Chief of 
Police Ty ler and he was led to a 
•cellvln the police station he was In a 
state of nervous collapse and orders 
were given that he he watched close­ 
ly to prevent him from doing himself 
“b odily harm. 
In his confession he 
said that he hf» d b ecome desperate b e­ 
cause of his inab ility to secure em­ 
ploy ment and a realization of tho fact 
that he must have money to defray the 
expenses of his approaching marriage. 
The murder had b een carefully plan­ 
ned, and It included the murder of 
Express Messenger Lane. 
lie had no 
■accomplices and no confidants. 
Tie 
knew Lane well. 
In fact they were 
friends, and he relied upon Lane’s 
wnfldence to help him execute the 
<?rlme. 
He knew that considerab le 
money was a’way s carried hv the 
messenger on Pennsy lvania train No. 
8 b etween St. Louis and Columb us, 
and that ho was certain to secure a 
large suni if ho rob b ed the way safe 
on that train. Having provided himself 
With a Smith 
& Wesson six-shooter. 
88 oaliher. lie went to TTrb ana Friday 
morning and waited for No. 8. 
When 
the train arrived there Ferrell went 
a t once to the express ear and told 
Lane that he was out of money and 
asked permission to ride to Columb us 
with him. 
Lane consented, never for 
a moment suspecting the treachery of 
b is pretended friend. For a short time 
after the train left Urb an a they chat­ 
ted pleasantly . 
Lane sat In a chair 
1n the end of the car with his b ack 
.» lightly turned. 
When Ferrell had finally nerved him- 
\self for the crime he drew his re­ 
volver and « fonnod on b ehind T.nne un­ 
ob served and fired three shots !n rapid 
succession into the messenger’s b ack. 
Lane rolled off the chair on the floor 
on his face, and Ferrell quickly tired 
the remaining shots at the prostrate 
b ody . Lane was unconscious, b ut Fer­ 
rell, fearing that the wounds already 
Inflicted would not cause death, took 
Lane’s revolver and fired two more 
b ullets from it into the b odv. Ferrell 
then took the key s to the way safe 
■ffrom the pocket of the dead mosson- 
W , opened the safe, and laid Lane’s 
Wevolvor inside whore he could roach 
Yt 'easily In ease he was detected and 
’ttWded it to defend himself. 
After he 
b ad taken out nil the sacks containing 
the money packages, money orders 
and way b ib s, lie placed theux in n 
small sateb eil and waited until ^ e oar 
« rrlred at Plain H ty . where he slinnod 
off the train. 
Tie walked ab out for 
a few minutes to regain composure, 
and then Inquired for the hotel, w b ’ch 
he found aft« >r a « liort time, a b elated 
» citizen directing him to the place. 
He 
taeetired n room and retired for the 
Tirght without registering, a fact of 
which the landlord took no notice nt 
the time, as he was half asleep. Once 
1n his room. Ferrell proceeded to go 
through the packages and take out all 
the rash. The remainder he tied up in 
a b undle. 
The question of how to got rid of 
the deb ris of his plunder and his re­ 
volver theu confronted him 
It w« o 


an onsr maHer to*dispose of the latter. 
Lifting up the mattress of the b ed he 
placed the revolver in a secure plar« 
In the springs. 
T was not so easy to 
dispose of tm» b undle of express sacks 
and envelopes. 
After thinking over 
the m atter he concluded In* could get 
rid of the b undle b est b y expressing 
it to a fictitious address in some dis­ 
tant eity . knowing that it would re­ 
main there for n \ <>nr at least b efore it 
would b e opened if it was not inter­ 
cepted. 
Ferrell a,-ose oarlv tlie next 
morning, and sauntered down to the 
railroad station and sat there for a 
time rending a hook. 
Then he ex­ 
pressed the package, which ho ad­ 
dressed to f\ W. Hoy lor. Lock port, N. 
Y.. b ought a ticket for 
Columb us. 
When he arrived in the eity he went 
nt once to ids hoarding place on the 
North Side of the eity and changed his 
clothes. 
Ferrell said lie was much dis­ 
turb ed b y the ta k ab out the murder 
and rob b ery , wlpch b e hoard upon 
cvcrv side, b et lie kept up b is nerve. 
During the dav he paid a numb er of 
b ills flint b e owed out of the money 
which he had sto’en and b ought some 
clothes ami other things which he 
needed. 
Saturday night he went to 
see Miss Costlow. and arranged to call 
again Sundav afternoon. 
It was at Plain City iast Saturday 
night that City Detectives O'Neil and 
Ditndon ob tained the clue that led to 
Ferrell’s arrest, ’’’hoy had b een at the 
hotel there at day light while Ferrell 
was sleeping in an upper room and 
asked the oroorh to r tf nny s tr a n g e r s 
had registered oi had b een seen ab out 
the hotel. 
The proprietor said that 
b e did not rememb er having seen any 
strangers. 
Later in the afternoon the 
detectives nguiti» ihked the proprietor 
11 he had seen any strangers ab out 
and he rememb er* d then that a man 
who had forgot i»> register had stay ed 
at the house ovoi night and had gone 
away on tin* ea.iy morning train to 
Columb us. 
Tu 
detectives at once 
searched the room and were rewarded 
b y rinding L anes levolver wheffc Fer­ 
rell had secreted it. 
They also found 
several way b ills t ‘int ha 1 b een over 
looked b y F erre11 in his hurry ami 
excitement while making up the ex 
press package. 
I he hotel keeper was 
ab le to give on.y an Imp.-rfect de> 
scription of the strange guest, b ecause, 
as lie said. In* was too sleepy at the 
time to take nny particular notice of 
him. 
After learning of the express 
package the detectives at once tele­ 
phoned to Holunr.rs and had it inter­ 
cepted. 
The package was opened and 
the stolen sacks containing the money 
orders, cheeks and other tilings which 
Ferrell desired to get rid of were 
found. 
Chief of Detectives Kelley and De­ 
tectives O’Neil and Dundon then set 
to work to run down the my sterious 
stranger whom they had b ecome con­ 
vinced was an ex-employ e Xf the Ad­ 
ams Express company Suspicion soon 
rested on Ferrell and information se­ 
cured in regard to his recent move­ 
ments was considered sufficient to w ar­ 
rant his arrest. The detectives fist went 
to his b oarding house and were Inform­ 
ed that he was prob ab ly at the home 
of his sweetheart on the East Side. 
They nt once went to the Costlow resi­ 
dence, where they found Ferrell. 
It 
was a try ing duty for the detectives 
when they were ushered into the room 
whore Ferrlll sat conversing with the 
y oung lady . 
Ferrell appeared annoy ed 
at the Intrusion. 
The detectives did 
not b roach the sub ject of the train 
rob b ery , b ut told him that he was 
suspected of a b urglary and that thev 
wished him to accompany them to the 
police station, where the chief of po­ 
lice wanted to interview him. 
Think­ 
ing that perhaps the detectives were 
on the wrong scent, Ferrell nerved 
himself ami said with apparent com­ 
posure: 
"I guess there must b e some 
mistake.” He excused himself to the 
y oung ladv and accompanied the detec­ 
tives to the eity prison. 
On the way 
to the station the* detectives told Fer­ 
rell what he was wanted for and what 
they know, and he reluctantly adm it­ 
ted that he had committed the crime. 
At the police station a written con­ 
fession was taken b y the chief of po­ 
lice.

finally led to a cell, where he was in a 
state of collapse. 
He then seemed to 
fully realize for the first time tlve aw ­ 
ful nature of b is crime and the fact 
that he will, in all prob ab ility , atone 
for it with his own life. 
As soon 
as It was learned that Ferrell had 
given the money to his sweetheart 
Inspector Barron went to the house 
and secured it. 
The y oung lady was 
utterly prostrat'd b y the disclosures. 
She had 
not 
suspected 
Ferrell of 
wrongdoing, and the news was a ter­ 
rib le shock to her and her parents, 
who had regarded Ferrell as a model 
y oung man. 
The y oung lady had 
never 
doub ted his story that 
the 
money which he placed In her keeping 
had b een earned and saved b y him, as 
he stated. 
Ferrell’s home is in Steub enville, 0. 
His father is sa'd co b e a b ridge car- 


penter nnq a n» l>n*y -respected citizen 
of that place. 
Ferrell worked for the 
Adams Express company at Steub en­ 
ville, coming to Columb us a y ear and 
four months ago wqen he was given 
a run as messenger b etween Columb us 
and Pittsb urg. 
He was discharged 
ab out three months ago a ’’ter three 
complaints had b een 
made against 
him on account of b roken packages. 
Ferrell was not ab le to give a very 
satisfactory explanation in any in­ 
stance. and after the last complaint 
he was discharged from the service. 
The express company does not charge 
Ferrell with crookedness lo any of 
these cases, b ut say that he did not 
give satisfactory service. 
It is b e­ 
lieved that all the cash taken b y Fer­ 
re!!. except ub nut $1.V) which lie had 
spent, 
has 
b een 
recovered. 
The 
amount In the hands of the police is 
$10.(50,81. 
A b undle of money orders 
which Ferrell say s he threw into a 
vault have not b een recovered. 
t lias b een determined b y F e r r e ll’s 
confession that the murder and rob ­ 
b ery were committed in Union county 
and that he will have to b e tried there. 
Tie states that ho shot Lane just after 
the train left Milford Center and the 
rob b ery must have b een committed in 
Union county , also as lie left the train 
at Plain City . which is almost on the 
line b etween 
Union and 
Franklin 
counties. 
Later Ferrill recovered his composure 
after eating a hearty supper and smok­ 
ing a cigar.

London, All*;. 13.—Mr. A. G. Hales, 
representative in South Africa of Tht 
Daily News, is the latest war corre­ 
spondent to attack the methods and 
the red ape of the British war office. 
He said in part: 
“ Let me tell y ou 
how our army in Africa is treated b y 
the incompetent people of the good 
city of London. 
Sir Leslie Bundle 
has to hold a^frontage line from Win 
b urg, via Sem^al, almost to the b or­ 
ders of Basutoland. 
His whole front, 
extending nearly a hundred miles, is 
constantly threatened b y an active, 
dashing, determined enemy , an ene 
my which knows the country far b et 
ter than 
an 
English 
forx-huuting 
squire knows the ground he hunts over 
season after season. 
To hold this 
vast line intact General Bundle has 
i to march from point to point, as his 
scouts warn him of the movements of 
the tireless foe. 
General Bundle’s task is a colossal 
one, and any sane man would think 
that gigantic efforts would lie made 
to keep him amply supplied with food 
for his soldiers. 
But such is not the 
case. 
The men are ab solutely starv­ 
ing. 
Many of the infantry men are so 
weak that they can b arely stagger 
along under the weight of ‘their sol­ 
dierly equipment. 
They are worn to 
shadows, and move with weary , list- 
lesR footsteps on the march. 
People 
high up in authority may deny this, 
hut he who denies it sullies the truth. 
This is what the soldiers get to eat. 
what they have b een getting to eat 
for a long time past and what they 
are likely to get for a long time to 
come unless England rouses herself 
and b ites to the b one in regard to the 
people who are responsib le for it: 
‘‘One pound of raw flour, which the 
soldiers have to cook after a hard 
day ’s march, is served out to each man 
every alternate day . 
The following 
day he eats one pound of b iscuits. In 
this country there is no fuel excepting 
a little ox dung dried b y the sun. 
If 
a soldier is lucky enough to pick up a 
little he can go to the nearest water, 
of which there is plenty , mix his cake 
without y east or b aking powder and 
make some sort of a wretched mouth­ 
ful. 
He gets one pound of raw fresh 
meat daily , which nine times out. of 
ten he cannot cook, and there his sup 
plies end. 
“W hat has b ecome of the rations of 
rum. of sugar, of tea. of cocoa, of gro­ 
ceries generally ? Ask nt the snug lit­ 
tle railway sidings, where the goods 
are stacked—and forgotten. 
Ask in 
the b ig stores at Gape Town and other 
seaport towns. Ask in y our own coun­ 
try . where 
countless ’ thousands of 
pounds’ worth of food stuff lie rot­ 
ting in the warehouses, b ound np and 
tied down with 
redtape 
b andages. 
Ask. y es. ask: hut dour stop at ask- 
ing, damn someb ody high up in pow­ 
er. 
Don’t let some wretched under­ 
ling b e made the scapegoat of this 
criminal state of affairs, for the taint 
of this shameful tilings rests on y ou. 
upon every Briton whose home, priv­ 
ilege and prosperity is b eing safe­ 
guarded b y those famishing men. The 
folks in authority will prob ab ly tell 
y ou 
that 
Genera! Bundle and 
his 
splendid fellows are so Isolaed that 
food cannot lie ob tained for them 
I 
say that is false, for recently I.’ in 
company with another correspondent 
left General Rundle’s camp without 
an escort. 
We made our way in the 
saddle, taking our two Cape carts 
with us to Winb urg railway station* 
leaving our horseflesh there we took 
the train for East London. 
Then 
b ack to the junction, and down to 
t ape Town, where we remained for 4,8 
hours, and then made our wav b ack

BID HE KILLED LANE. 


Steubenville Boy Committed 
Express Car Crime. 


WANT1D MONEY FOR MAHRIAGT*. 


fe r r e ll'i W edding Hay A pproached and 
H e Had \ o Em ploym ent 
Hts Victim 
B efriending Hint W hen M urdered—A r­ 
rested at His Sw eetheart's Ho ne. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 13.—Charles It. 
TI. Ferrell, a former employe of the 
Adams Express company, was arrested 
lo this city and confessed to the killing 
of Messenger Charles Lane and the 
robbery of the way safe of the Adams 
Express company on tin1 Pennsylvania 
eastbound train which arrived in this 
•city at midnight Friday. 
One thou­ 
sand dollars of the money which he 
had stolen was recovered. 
Ferrell was to have been married 
Thursday next to Miss Lillian C udlow, 
daughter of Patrick Costlow, aa engi­ 
neer on the Pennsylvania lines. 
He 
had been discharged from the employ 
of the Adams Express company about 
three months ago, aud had not been 
Able to secure employment. 
Ile con­ 
fessed that the motive of the robbery 
was to. secure money, of which he felt 
in great need on account of his ap­ 
proaching marriage. 
The money re­ 
covered lie had given to Miss Costlow 
to keep for him, saying that It was 
money he had saved from his earnings. 
He was at tho home of his affianced 
And In lier company when placed under 
Arrest. 
Ferrell Is hut 22 years old, and has a 
Splendid physique, being 6 feet 
in 
height, with dark hair and an attrac­ 
tive face. When the officers took him 
Into custody he assumed a nonchalant 
"demeanor, but when he found that he 
-could no longer deceive the officers he 
made a full confession. 
After his 
statement had been taken by Chief of 
■pollee Tyler and he was led to a 
cell vln the police station he waR In a 
state of nervous collapse and orders 
were given that he he watched close­ 
ly to prevent him from doing himself 
’bodily harm. 
In hlf^ confession he 
caid that he had become desperate be­ 
cause of his inability to secure em­ 
ployment and a realization of the fact 
that he must have money to defray the 
expenses of his approaching marriage. 
The murder had been carefully plan­ 
ned, and It included the murder of 
Express Messenger Lane. He had no 
Accomplices and no confidants. 
He 
’knew Lane well. 
Tn fact they were 
"friends, and he relied upon Lane’s 
•confidence to help him execute the 
crime, 
n e knew that considerable 
money was a’ways carried by the 
messenger on Pennsylvania train No. 
between St. Louis and Columbus, 
and that he was certain to secure a 
large anni lf be robbed the way safe 
on that train. Having provided himself 
Aith a Smith A Wesson six-shooter. 
~S8 caliber, he went to Urbana Friday 
morning and waited for No. 8. When 
the train arrived there Ferrell went 
At once to the express ear and told 
Lane that he was out of money and 
Asked permission to ride to Columbus 
with him. 
Lane consented, never for 
A moment suspecting the treachery of 
bls pretended friend. For a short time 
after the train left Urbana they chat­ 
ted pleasantly. 
Lane sat In a chair 
An the end of the car with hts back 
slightly turned. 
When Ferrell had finally nerved him­ 
self for the crime he drew his re­ 
volver and «tonned en behind Lane un­ 
observed and fired three shots In rapid 
succession Into the messenger’s hack.

Ask in

seaport towns. Ask in your own coun­ 
try. where 
countless 
thousands of 
IKiunds’ worth of food stuff lie rot­ 
ting In the warehouses, bound up and 
tied down with 
redtape bandages. 
Ask. yes. ask: hut dont stop at ask­ 
ing; damn somebody high up in ;ww- 
er. 
Don’t let some wretched under­ 
ling he made the scapegoat of this 
criminal state of affairs, for the taint 
of this shameful things rests on you 
upon every Briton whose home, priv­ 
ilege and prosperity Is being safe­ 
guarded by those famishing men.

It was at Flail* City last Saturday 
night that City Detectives O'Neil and 
Pundon obtained the clue that led to 
Ferrell’s arrest, ’’’hey had been at the 
hotel there at daylight while Ferrell 
was sleeping In an upper room and 
asked the nronrh for if any strangers 
had registered rn had bean seen about 
the hotel. 
Tho proprietor said that 
he did not remember having seen any 
strangers. 
Later in the afternoon the 
detectives again#! shed tie proprietor 
lf he had seen any strangers about 
and he reniembe** d then th at a man 
who had forgot io register had stayed 
at the house ovoi night and had gone 
away on the cany morning train to 
Columbus. 
Til* detectives at once 
searched the room and were rewarded 
by rinding Lane s revolver whelk Fer­ 
ron bad secreted it. 
They also found 
several waybills that b a l been over 
looked by Ferre I In his burry and 
rxeitement while ma king lip the ex 
press package. 
I he hotel keeper was 
able to give on*y an imperfect de* 
Rcription of the strange guest, because, 
as lie said, he was too sleepy at the 
time to take any particular notice of 
him. 
After learning of the express 
package the detectives at once tele 
phoned to Collun m s and had It Inter 
cepted. The package was opened and 
the stolen sacks containing the money 
orders, chocks and other things which 
Ferrell desired to get rid of were 
found. 
Chief of Detectives Kelley and De­ 
tectives O’Neil and Dundon then set 
to work to run down the mysterious 
stranger whom they had become con­ 
vinced Wuk an ex-employe Af the Ad 
anis Ex fir ess company SuspicU ii soon 
rested oil Ferrell and Information se­ 
cured in regard to his recent move 
ments urns considered sufficient to w ar­ 
rant Ills arrest. The detectives fist went 
to his boarding house and were Inform 
cd that he was probably at the home 
of his sweetheart on the East Side. 
They at once went to the Costlow resi­ 
dence, where they found Ferrell. 
It 
was a trying duty for the detectives 
when they wore ushered Into the room 
where Ferrill sat conversing with thi 
young lady. 
Ferrell appeared annoyed 
at the intrusion. 
The detectives did 
not broach the subject of the train 
robbery, but told him that he was 
suspected of a burglary and th at tliev 
wished him to accompany them to tin 
police station, where the chief of po­ 
lice wanted to interview him. 
Think­ 
ing that perhaps the detectives were 
on the wrong scent. Ferrell nerved 
himself and said with apparent com­ 
posure: 
“I artless there must be some 
mistake.” He excused himself to the 
young lady and accompanied the detec 
tives to tho city prison. 
On the way 
to the station the detectives told Fer­ 
rell what he was wanted for and what 
they knew7, ami he reluctantly adm it­ 
ted that he had committed the crime. 
At the police station a written con­ 
fession was taken by the chief of po­ 
lice. 
Ferrell tried to keep his nerve, 
blit he could not stand the ordeal 
much longer. 
He did not tell a con­ 
nected story. 
Most of the facts wore 
brought out by questions* which he 
seemed to answer reluctantly. 
Sever­ 
al times lie broke down and he was 
finally led to a cell, where he was In a 
state of collapse. 
He then seemed to 
fully realize for the first time tile aw ­ 
ful nature of his crime and the fact 
that he will, in all probability, atone 
for it with bis own life. 
As soon 
as it was learned that Ferrell had 
given tin* money to his sweetheart 
Inspector Barron went to the house 
and secured it. 
The young lady was 
utterly prostrated by the disclosures. 
She had 
not 
suspected 
Ferrell of 
wrongdoing, and the news was a ter­ 
rible shock to her and her parents, 
who had regarded Ferrell as a model 
young man. 
The young lady had 
never 
doubted his story that 
the 
money which he placed in lier keeping 
had been earned and saved by him, as 
ho stated. 
Ferrell’s home is in Steubenville, O. 
U s father is sa'ii to he a bridge car­ 


penter anq a ncjrn’y-respecteq citizen 
of that place. 
Ferrell worked for the 
Adams Express compony et Steuben­ 
ville. coming to Columbus a year and 
four months ago woeu he was given 
a run as messenger is*tween Columbus 
and Pittsburg. 
Ile was discharged 
al*out three months ago after three 
complaints had been made against 
him on account of broken packages. 
Ferrell was not able to give a very 
satisfactory explanation in any in­ 
stance. and after tile last complaint 
he was discharged from the service. 
Tho express company does not charge 
Ferrell with crookedness in any of 
these cases. I nit say that ho did not 
give satisfactory service. 
It is be­ 
lieved that all the cash taken by Fer­ 
rell. except about $1.V) which he had 
spent, 
has 
been 
recovered. 
The 
amount in the hands of the police is 
$10.(50.31. 
A bundle of money orders 
which Ferrell says lie threw into a 
vault have not boon recovered. 
t lins been determined by Ferrell’s 
confession that tho murder and rob­ 
bery wen* committed in Union county 
and that he will have to he tried there. 
Tie states that Im* shot Lane lust after 
the train left Milford Center and tin* 
robbery must have been committed in 
Union countv, also as he left the train 
at Plain City. which is almost on the 
line between 
Union and 
Franklin 
counties. 
Later Ferrill recovered his composure 
after eating a hearty supper and smok­ 
ing a cigar.

General Rundle’s task is a colossal 
one, and any sane man would think 
that gigantic efforts would be made 
to ke»ep him amply supplied with food 
for his soldiers. 
But such is not the 
case. 
The men are absolutely starv 
lug. 
Many of the infantrymen are so 
weak that they can barely stagger 
along under tile weight of their sol 
dierl.v equipment. 
They are worn to 
shadows, and move with weary, list 
less footsteps on tile march. 
People 
high up in authority may deny this 
hut he who denies it sullies the truth 
This is what the soldiers get to eat 
what they have been getting to eat 
for a long time past and what they 
are likely to get for a long time to 
come unless England rouses herself 
and irites to the hone in regard to the 
people who are responsible for it 
‘‘One pound of raw flour, which the 
soldiers have to cook after a hard 
day’s march, is served out to each man 
every alternate day. 
Tile following 
day he eats one pound of biscuits. In 
this country there is no fuel excepting 
a little ox dung dried by the sun. 
If 
a soldier is lucky enough to pick up a 
little he can go to the nearest water 
of which thoro is plenty, mix his cake 
without yeast or baking powder and 
make some sort of a wretched mouth­ 
ful. 
He gets one pound of raw fresh 
meat daily, which nine times out of 
ten he cannot cook, and there his sup­ 
plies end. 
“What has become of the rations of 
rum. of sugar, of tea. of coe*oa. of gro­ 
ceries generally? Ask at the snug lit­ 
tle railway sidings, where the goods 
are stacked—and forgotten. 
Ask in 
the big stores at Cape Town and other 
seaport towns. Ask in your own coun­ 
try. where 
countless 
thousands of 
pounds’ worth of food stuff lie rot 
ting in the warehouses, bound up and 
tied down with 
redtape 
bandages. 
Ask, yes. ask: hut dour stop at ask­ 
ing; damn somebody high up in ;>ow- 
er. 
Don’t lot some wretched under 
ling ho made the scapegoat of this 
criminal state of affairs, for tile taint 
of this shameful things rests on you. 
upon every Briton whose home, priv 
liege and prosperity is being safe­ 
guarded by these famishing men. The 
folks in authority will probably tell 
you that General Rundle ami 
his 
splendid fellows are so Isolaed that 
food cannot lie obtained for them. 
I 
say that is false, for recently I. in 
company with another correspondent, 
left General Rundle’s camp without 
an escort. 
We made our way in the 
saddle, taking our two Cape carts 
with us to Win burg railway station; 
leaving our horseflesh there we took 
the train for East London. 
Then 
back to the junction, and down to 
Cape Town, where we remained for 48 
hours, and then made our way back 
to Winburg, and from Win burg 
we 
came without escort to rejoin General 
Rundle at Hammonia. 
If two war 
correspondents 
could 
traverse 
that 
country and get through with winter 
supplies for 
themselves, why 
can’t 
the transportage people manage to do 
the same?”

F. M pKIXNKY. 


Jo hn F. McKinney o f Piqua was a pro minent lawyer in Miami co unty 
and o ne o f the Demo cratic state leaders. He serv ed two terms in co ng ress and 
¿^played no inco nsiderable ability. He 
Was elected to the Thirty-eig hth co n­ 


g ress in 1862 fro m the Fo urth district, 
co mpo sed o f Miam'i, 
Darke, 
Shelby, 
Lo g an and Campaig n 
co unties, and 
v as elected to the Fo rty-seco nd in 187 0 
fro m the same district. He was a po lit­ 
ical o rg anizer o f mo re than o rdinary 
ability, and was chairman o f the Dem­ 
o cratic state co mmittee fo r so me years. 
He was a man o f g reat fo rce o f 
character, and exercised g reat influ­ 
ence in Miami co unty and thro ug ho ut 
me Miami v alley. 
He 
was Do rn 
in 
Piqua. Miami co unty, April 12, 1827 , 
and is liv ing in the o pening mo nths o f 
1900. While always a stro ng partisan 
in his dev o tio n to the Demo cratic party 
be was able to keep partisan sentiment 
within reaspnable bo unds during thej 
days o f the Civ il war, and thus aidedf 
essentially in the rehabilitatio n o f the 
o rg anizatio n. 
His co unsel to his po lit­ 
ical asso ciates was always eag erly 
listened to and g enerally fo llo wed. 
He was a man o f po werful physique 
and co mmanding presence. 
He still resides at Piqua, Miami co unty. 


WELLS A. HUTCHINS, 


One o f the mo st pro minent atto rneys in so uthern Ohio , represented Scio to 
co unty in the Fiftieth g eneral assembly as a member o f the ho use. 
He was 
a Demo crat, but o v ercame a v ery larg e adv erse Republican majo rity. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thirty-eig hth co ng ress fro m the Elev enth 
district, Scio to , Adams, Lawrence, Gallia, Jackso n and Vinto n. This district 
was Republican by sev eral tho usand, but Mr. Hutchins o v ercame the adv erse 
majo rity witho ut seeming effo rt. 
He was a man o f pleasing address, unusual 
o rato rical po wers, and a g reat lawyer and adv o cate. 
He was bo rn in H art­ 
fo rd, Ohio , Oct. 8, 1S18. 
WILLIAM J OHNSON. 
William Jo hnso n o f Richland co unty serv ed a sing le term in the natio nal 
ho use. He was elected to the Thirty-eig hth co ng ress in 1862 fro m the Eig hth 
district, co nsisting o f the co unties o f Richland, Mo rro w, Mario n, Delaware 
and Unio n. He was bo rn in Ireland in 181$, and died in Mansfield, Ohio May 
S, 1866. 
WILLIAM E. FINCH. 
William E. Finck was bo rn at So merset, fo rmerly, and at that time, 
the co unty seat o f Perry co unty, in the year 1822, and there he co ntinued 
to reside during the remainder o f the 
century, held in the hig hest esteem by 
all who knew him fo r his many traits 
o f typical American 
citizenship. 
He 
was larg ely educated at St. Jo seph’s 
co lleg e, n^ar his nativ e to wn, o ne o f 
the pio neer co lleg es o f Ohio . 
He was fitted by nature, as he was 
by educatio n, fo r the leg al pro fessio n, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1843. 
He was sho rtly afterward made pro se 
cuting atto rney o f the co unty, by ap­ 
po intment, and 
quickly came to 
be 
reco g nized as a lawyer, in the lo wer 
co urts and in the supreme co urt o f the 
state. A mo st g enial g entleman and an 
o rato r o f unriv alled po wers, he was 
po pular to a deg ree 
but seldo m a t­ 
tained. 
He was o rig inally a Whig in po li 
tics, attended 
all the Whig natio na1. 
co nv entio ns as a deleg ate fro m 1844 
1852, but in 1854 left the Whig party 
because o f the secret metho ds o f what 
was po pularly kno wn as the Kno w 
No thing s, and allied himself with the Demo cratic party, and was o ne o f its 
‘blest adv o cates ev er after to the clo se o f the century. 
He represented the Fifteenth Senatorial district, Perry and Muskingum 
Unties, in the Fiftieth and Fifty -fifth general assemblies, and was the Dem­ 
o cratic candidate for attorney general and supreme judge, under the second 
co nstitutio n, but failed of election. 
In 18 6 2 he was elected as a Democrat to the Thirty -eighth congress from 
* Twelfth district, Perry , Fairfield, Pickaway , Hocking, Ross and 
Pike 
ookaties, and was re-elected to the Thirty -ninth from the same distriot in 
^ 
aid was elected to the Forty -third in 187 4 from the Twelfth district. 


co mpo sed o f the co unties o f Perry, Fairfield, Pickaway and Franklin, to fill 
the v acancy caused by the resig natio n o*f H. J. Jewett. In 1850 he ran as the 
Whig candidate ag ainst James M. Gaylo rd, Demo crat, in the Thirteenth dis­ 
trict, and so g reat was his po pularity that he came within a few v o tes o f 
being elected ag ainst an immense adv erse Demo cratic majo rity. 
In co ng ress 
he to o k a hig h rank amo ng the members, and was g iv en a place o n the 
ciary and o ther impo rtant co mmittees o f the ho use.

LK BL O N D . 
Francis C. Leblo nd was bo rn in Kno x co unty, Ohio , Feb. 14, 1S21, an 
educated himself fo r a perio d, during which he sav ed sufficient mo ney o ut ot 
his earning s to take a co urse in the 
No rwalk academy. He studied law and 
suppo rted himself by teaching until 
he was admitted to the bar in 1844, be­ 
ing examined in the supreme co urt by 
Edwin M. Stanto n, afterward 
secre­ 
tary o f war. 
His 
examinatio n 
indicated 
hli 
tho ro ug h mastery o f the pro fessio n, 
and bespo ke him the brilliant pro fes­ 
sio nal career which fo llo wed. He lo ca­ 
ted in Celina, Mercer co unty, and was 
made pro secuting atto rney and called 
to o ther 
impo rtant 
lo cal trusts. 
He 
spent the remainder o f his life in ac­ 
tiv e practice at Celina, and was held in 
the hig hest esteem. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thir­ 
ty-third co ng ress as a Demo crat fro m 
the Fifth district, Mercer, Van Wert, 
Allen. Aug laize, Hardin, Hanco ck and 
Wyando t co unties, and was re-elected 
to the 1 hirty-ninth fro m the same dis-

WELLS A. HUTCHINS, 
One of the most prominent attorneys in southern Ohio, represented Scioto 
county in the Fiftieth general assembly as a member of the house. He was 
a Democrat, but overcame a v ery large adverse Republican majority. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress from the Eleventh 
district, Scioto, Adams, Lawrence, Gallia, Jackson and Vinton. This district 
was Republican by several thousand, but Mr. Hutchins overcame the adverse 
majority without seeming effort. He was a man of pleasing address, unusual 
oratorical powers, and a great lawyer and advocate. He was born in H art­ 
ford, Ohio, Oct. 8, 1818. 
WILLIAM JOHNSON. 
William Johnson of Richland county served a single term in the national 
louse. He was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress in 1862 from the Eighth 
district, consisting of the counties of Richland, Morrow, Marion, Delaware 
and Union. He was born in Ireland in 1819, and died in Mansfield, Ohio, May 
1,1866. 
WILLIAM E. FINCK. 
William E. Finck was born at Somerset, formerly, and at that time, 
tit county seat of Perry county, in the year 1822, and there he continued 
to reside during the remainder of the 
century, held in the highest esteem by 
all who knew him for his many traits 
of typical American 
citizenship. 
He 
was largely educated at St. Joseph's 
college, near his native town, one of 
the pioneer colleges of Ohio. 
He was fitted by nature, as he was 
by e d u c a te , for the legal profession, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1843.

1852, but in 1854 left the Whig party 
because of the secret methods of what 
was popularly known as the Know 
Nothings, and allied himself with the Democratic party, and was one of its 
Mest advocates ever after to the close of the century. 
He represented the Fifteenth Senatorial district, Perry and Muskingum 
Unties, in the Fiftieth and Fifty-fifth general assemblies, and was the Dem­ 
o t ic candidate for attorney general and supreme judge, under the second 
constitution, but failed of election. 
In 1862 he was elected as a Democrat to the Thirty-eighth congress from 
“ • Twelfth district. Perry, Fairfield, Pickaway, Hocking, Ross and Plko 
and was re-elected to the Thirty-ninth from the same district in 
"Hi and was elected to the Forty-third in 1874 from the Twelfth district.

W h ile always a strong partisan 
In his devotion to the Democratic party 
he was able to keep partisan sentiment 
within reasonable bounds during the! 
days of the Civil war, and thus aided! 
essentially in the rehabilitation of the 
organization. His counsel to his polit­ 
ical associates was always eagerly 
listened to and generally followed. He was a man of powerful physique 
and commanding presence. He still resides at Piqua, Miami county. 


WELLS A. HUTCHINS, 
One of the most prominent attorneys in southern Ohio, represented Scioto 
county in the Fiftieth general assembly as a member of the house. He waa 
a Democrat, but overcame a very large adverse Republican majority. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress from the Eleventh 
district, Scioto, Adams, Lawrence, Gallia, Jackson and Vinton. This district 
was Republican by several thousand, but Mr. Hutchins overcame the adverse 
majority without seeming effort. He was a man of pleasing address, unusual 
oratorical powers, and a great lawyer and advocate. He was born in Hart­ 
ford, Ohio, Oct. 8, 1818. 
WILLIAM JOHNSON. 
William Johnson of Richland county served a single term in the national 
house. He was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress in 1862 from the Eighth 
district, consisting of the counties of Richland, Morrow, Marion, Delaware 
and Union. He was born in Ireland in 1819, aud died in Mansfield, Ohio, May 
1,1866. 
WILLIAM E. FINCK. 
William E. Finck was born at Somerset, formerly, and at that time, 
tbs county seat of Perry county, in the year 1822, and there he continued 
to reside during the remainder of the 
century, held in the highest esteem by 
all who knew him for his many traits 
of typical American citizenship. 
He 
was largely educated at St. Joseph's 
college, near his native town, one of 
the pioneer colleges of Ohio. 
He was fitted by nature, as he was 
by education, for the legal profession, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1843. 
He was shortly afterward made prose 
outing attorney of the county, by ap­ 
pointment, and 
quickly came to 
be 
recognized as a lawyer, in the lower 
courts and in the supreme court of the 
state. A most genial gentleman and an 
orator of unrivalled powers, he was 
popular to a degree 
but seldom at­ 
tained. 
He was originally a Whig in poll 
tics, attended 
all the Whig nation; ’, 
conventions as a delegate from 1844 
1852, but in 1854 left the Whig party 
because of the secret methods of what 
was popularly known as the Know 
Nothings, and allied himself with the Democratic party, and was one of it* 
ablest advocates ever after to the close of the century. 
He represented the Fifteenth Senatorial district, Perry and Muskingum 
Unties, in the Fiftieth and Fifty-fifth general assemblies, and was the Dem­ 
ocratic candidate for attorney general and supreme judge, under the second 
constitution, but failed of election. 
In 1862 he was elected as a Democrat to the Thirty-eighth congrees from 
too Twelfth district, Perry, Fairfield, Pickaway, Hocking, Ross and Plko 
counties, and was re-elected to the Thirty-ninth from the same district in 
aid was elected to the Forty-third In 1874 from the Twelfth district.

FRANCIS C. LEBLOND. 
Francis C. Leblond was born in Knox county. Ohio, Feb. 14, IS21, an 
educated himself tor a period, during which he saved sullicieut money out of 
his earnings to take a course iii the

supported himself by teaching until 
he was admitted to the bar in 1844, be­ 
ing examined in the supreme court by 
Edwin M. Stanton, afterward

and bespoke him the brilliant profes­ 
sional career which followed. He loca* 
| ted in Celina, Mercer county, and was 
made prosecuting attorney and called 
to other important local trusts. He 
spent the remainder of his life in ac­ 
tive practice at Celina, and was held in 
the highest esteem. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thir­ 
ty-third congress as a Democrat from 
the Fifth district, Mercer, Van Wert, 
Allen. Auglaize, Hardin, Hancock and 
Wyandot counties, and was re-elected 
to the Thirty-ninth from the same dis­ 
trict, and then voluntarily retired tc the more congenial pursuits of life. As 
a congressman he displayed marked abilities. 


EPHRAIM R. ECKLEY. 
General Ephraim R. Eckley, a prominent citizen of Carroll county, wa* 
horn in Jefferson county, Ohio, Dec. 9, 1812, and in addition to local trusts, 
was honored with many public positions by the voters of his county and dis­ 
trict, and discharged all the duties imposed upon him with rare fidelity. He 
was a Whig, and afterward a leading Republican. 
In the civil war he was 
colonel of the Twenty-sixth O. V. I., and was made a brigadier general. 
He was a member of the state senate in the Forty-second general assem­ 
bly and was successively re-elected up to the Forty-ninth, and was a member 
of the house from Carroll county in the Fifty-first. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress from the Seventeenth 
district, Carroll, Columbiana, Stark and Jefferson counties, and wa* re-elected 
to the Thirty-ninth in 1864 and the Fortieth in 1866 from the saijm district. 
Both in the legislature and in congress he was an efficient and painstaking 
legislator. He served under General Rosecrans during the civil war in 1861. 
and under General Sheridan in 1862. He served on the common pleas bench 
prior to entering congress. He is living in quiet retirement at his home in 
Carroll county in the closing year of the century. 


JOHN O’NEILL. 
John O’Niell of Zanesville was among the brightest men who ever came 
to the bar in that section of the state, and had but few rivals anywhere as an 
advocate or as a profound reasoner be­ 
fore the courts. His oratorical powers 
were not only of the highest order, 
hut had the forceful quality of concen­ 
tration of thought and vividness of ex­ 
pression. In the heydey of his brilliant 
powers he could compress more elo­ 
quence and pointed statements into an 
address of half an hour than any man 
at the bar, and he seldom consumed 
more than that length of time in his 
greatest forensic efforts. 
He was born in Philadelphia, De­ 
cember 17, 1822, removed to Frederick, 
Maryland, and afterward to Zanes­ 
ville, where be entered the law office 
of Richard Stillwell, was admitted to 
the bar, and entered upon the practice 
of his profession soon after attaining 
his majority, and still remains one of 
the ornaments of the Zanesville bar, 
respected and trusted by all, and so 
continued until the close of the cen­ 
tury. 
He wa* elected as a Democrat to the Thirty-eighth congress in 1862 from 
the Thirteenth district, Muskingum, Licking, Coshocton and Knox counties, 
and served but a single term in congress, where he acquitted himself with 
great credit. 
In 1833 he was elected to the Sixty-sixth general assembly a* a senator 
from the combined Fifteenth and Sixteenth Senatorial districts, and was 
elected to the Sixty-seventh two years later and chosen president pro tem. at 
Us organization.

The Trenton True American of Sat­ 
urday has the 
following in regard to 
the pottery situation in that city: 
At a meeting 
of 
the 
hollowware 
pressers’ local of the Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters, the declaration of 
the pressers in favor of the uniform 
wage scale was unanimously reaffirm­ 
ed. 
The pressers expressed themselves 
as heartily in favor of the list, as pre­ 
pared by the 
Pittsburg 
conference, 
claiming that it would be a great ben­ 
efit to the entire pottery industry. 
Nothing developed in the situation 
yesterday, the 
return of two mem­ 
bers of the m anufacturers’ committee 
on labor being awaited before further 
action is taken. 
These absent mem­ 
bers will be in town next Tuesday. 
The Brotherhood, which is responsi­ 
ble for the list, is very anxious that it 
should go into effect and it is possible 
that if the jiggermen persist in op­ 
posing it, a new union to include that 
branch of the industry will be formed. 
The jiggermen are now without the 
pale of the Brotherhood, having brok­ 
en away some time ago, and formed 
an independent organization. 
lf they are not willing to work in 
cooperation 
with the 
Brotherhood, 
which is conceded to be the represent­ 
ative organization of the operatives, it 
will then be up to the Brotherhood to 
take some drastic course. 
Henry Rhead, late vice president of 
the Brotherhood, yesterday sent a re­ 
quest to the True American to have 
an impression resulting from his re­ 
marks before the kilnmen, corrected. 
The rem arks 
of Mr. Rhead were 
published in yesterday’s issue, 
and 
among other things he was reported 
as saying that some “good union men” 
had not paid a cent to the organization 
in 15 months. 
In order th at this m ight not be in­ 
terpreted as a slap at the men in the 
union, Mr. Rhead requests that it be 
explained that his rem arks were aimed 
at the non-union men. , 
It appears th at after failure to pay 
dues for three months, the constitu­ 
tion of the union provides that mem­ 
bers shall be dropped. While the rule 
is not rigidly enforced, there are some 
men who fail to pay dues for a year 
or more, but yet claim to be union 
men. 
“My rem arks/’ 
says 
Mr. 
Rhead, 
“were intended for men who are care­ 
less and ignore the union, but like to 
have its benefits. These are generally 
the first men to call on the union in 
times of trouble.’’

Hold a Meeting and Decide to Adm it 
All Branches of the Trade to 
Their Union.

A Uniform Size List. 
Trenton Potter’s Journal. 
Talking about the uniform list a gen­ 
tleman close to the m anufacturers 
said yesterday that in his opinion it 
was a m atter of much greater im port­ 
ance to introduce a scale to fix a uni­ 
form limit for sizes, than to devote 
so much energy to establish a uniform 
wage scale. 
He said that in Beaver Falls, Pa., for 
instance, they make a plate that is ful­ 
ly a size bigger than the correspond­ 
ing size made in Trenton. The same 
is true in not a few other lines 
of 
goods. The operatives get nothing ex­ 
tra for that extra labor, and it was a 
reduction. There was a field for mis­ 
sionary labor, much more productive 
of good to all concerned. 


How Would This W ork? 
An exchange asserts th at the an­ 
cient Assyrians would take contractors 
who laid poor pavements and permit 
indignant citizens to hurl the defect­ 
ive portions of their work at them.

Iii effect it was a reiteration of the 
demands previously made by the Unit­ 
ed States upon China, coupled \gith a 
vigorous intimation that 110 negotia­ 
tions will lie entered into until the 
Chinese government shall Lave com­ 
plied with those demands. 
As transm itted to the imperial gov­ 
ernment by the acting secretary of 
state through Minister Wu, the de­ 
mands, in brief, were: 
That the Chinese government give 
assurance that the foreign ministers 
are alive, and if so, in w hat condi­ 
tion. 
That tho ministers be placed in free 
communication 
with 
their 
govern­ 
ments. firing upon the legations to 
cease, and all dangers to their lives 
and liberty be removed. 
T hat tho imperial authorities place 
themselves In eommuneation with tho 
relief expedition, so that the legation- 
ers may be liberated, foreigners pro­ 
tected and order restored. 
Until these demands have been ac­ 
ceded to, it is regarded as highly im­

Louis XVI and Marie An­ 
toinette were beheaded there in 1793, 
and it was the scene of great rejoic­ 
ing in 1848. when France was pro­ 
claimed a republic.

II. Ferrell, ii former employe of tilt 
Adams Express company, was a rresttsl 
in t Ii in city and confessed to the killing 
of Messenger Charles Lane and tin 
robbery of the way safe of the Adams 
Express company on tin* Pennsylvania 
eastbound train which arrived in this 
city at midnight Friday. 
One thou­ 
sand dollars of the money whleli he 
had stolen was recovered. 
Ferrell was to have been married 
T hursday next to Miss Lillian C MHtlow, 
daughter of Patrick Conflow, an engi­ 
neer on the Pennsylvania lines. 
Ut 
had been discharged from tin* employ 
of the Adams Express company about 
three months ago, aud had not been 
abb* to secure employment. 
Ile con­ 
fessed that the motive of th** robbery 
was to- secure money, of which he felt 
In great need on account of his ap­ 
proaching marriage. 
The money re 
covered he had given to Miss Costlow 
to keep for him, saying th at It was 
m oney he had saved from Ids earnings, 
H e was at th** home of his affianced 
and In her company when placed under 
arrest. 
Ferrell Is but 22 years old, and has a 
splendid physique, being 6 feet 
In 
height, with dark hair and an attrac­ 
tive face. 
When the officers took him 
Into custody he assumed a nonchalant 
demeanor, but when ll** found that he 
<50iiid no longer deceive the officers la 
m ade a full confession. 
After Ids 
statem ent bad been taken by Chief of 
Pollee Tyler and he was led to a 
colicin the police station he was In a 
state of nervous collapse and orders 
wen* given that be, be watched close­ 
ly to prevent him from doing himself 
“bodily harm. 
In his, confession ho 
said that he hail become desperate tx 
caus** of his inability to secure em­ 
ployment and a realisation of the fact 
that he must have money to defray the 
expenses of his approaching marriage. 
The m urder had been carefully plan­ 
ned, and it included the m urder of 
Express Messenger Lane. 
Ile had no 
accomplices and no confidants. 
He 
knew Lane well. 
In fact they were 
friends, and he relied upon Lane’s 
confidence to help him execute tile 
crime. 
He knew that considerable 
money was a ’ways carried bv the 
messenger on Pennsylvania train No. 
8 between St. Louts and Columbus, 
and th at he was Certain to secure a 
large anni lf lie robbed the way safe 
on that train. Having provided himself 
with a Smith A Wesson six-shooter, 
JW caliber, lie went to Urbana Friday 
morning ami waited for No. 8. 
When 
the train arrive*! there Ferrell went 
a t once to th** express ear and told 
Lane that In* was out of money and 
asked permission to ride to Columbus 
with him. 
Lane consented, never for 
a moment suspecting the treachery of 
bls pretended friend. For a short time 
after the train left Urbana they chat 
ted pleasantly. 
Lane sat In a chair 
In the end of the car with ids bael 
■slightly turned. 
W hen Ferrell Ila*1 finally nerved him 
taelf for the crime be drew his re­ 
volver arni «t*»nn«»d nu behind Lane un­ 
observed and fired three shots In rn fib1 
suc**esslon Into tile messenger’s bade 
Lane rolled off the chair on the floor 
on Ills fn<x\ ami Ferrell quickly Ared 
the remaining shots at tin* prostrate 
boily. Lane wa* unconscious, but F er­ 
rell. fearing t fiat tile wounds alreadr 
Inflicted would not cause death, took 
Lane's revolver nnd Ared two mon 
tvullet* from It Into the body. Ferrell 
then took the keys to the way safe 
’From the po* lief of the dead mosson 
aper, opened tile safe, nnd laid Lane's 
toe vol v cr Inside where he could roach 
Tk 'easily In ease lie was detected an*! 
♦noosed It to defend himself. 
After he

which the landlord took no notice nt 
the time. as ho was half asleep. Once 
In hi* room.

an onsr m atter to*dispose of the latter. 
Lifting up th* m attress of the bed he 
placed the revolver in a secure pine*-* 
In the spring*. 
T was not so easy to 
dfsoose of t*'o bundle of express sacks 
nnd envelopes. 
After thinking over 
the m atter he concluded he could get 
rid of the bundle best by expressing 
It to a fictitious address In some dis­ 
tant city. knowing that It would re­ 
main thoro for a roar at least before if 
would bi* opened if It was not inter­ 
cept***!. 
Ferrell a»*ose early the next 
morning, and sauntered down to the 
railroad station and sat thoro for a 
time reading a book. 
Then ho ex­ 
pressed tin* package, which lie ad ­ 
dressed to CV IV. Goy lor. Lockport, N. 
Y.. bought a ticket for 
Columbus. 
When lie arrived In the city he went 
at once to his boarding place on the 
North Side of the city and changed his 
clothes. 
Ferrell said he was much dis 
furl led b r the ta k about the m urder 
and robbery, which he heard upon 
every side. but lie kept up his nerve.

Saturday night he went to

listened to and generally followed. 
He was a man of powerful physique 
and commanding presence. 
He still resides at Piqua, Miami county. 


W E L L S 
A. 
H UTC HINS, 
One of the most prominent attorneys in southern Ohio, represented Scioto 
county in the Fiftieth general assembly as a member of the house. 
He was 
a Democrat, but overcame a very large adverse Republican majority. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress from the Eleventh 
district, Scioto, Adams, Lawrence, Gallia, Jackson and Vinton. 
This district 
was Republican by several thousand, but Mr. Hutchins overcame the adverse 
majority without seeming effort. He was a man of pleasing address, unusual 
oratorical powers, and a great lawyer and advocate. 
He was born in H art­ 
ford, Ohio, Oct. 8, 1S18. 


W IL L IA M 
J O H N SO N . 
William Johnson of Richland county served a single term In the national 
house. He was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress in 1862 from the Eighth 
district, consisting of the counties of Richland, Morrow, Marion, Delaware 
and Union. He was born in Ireland in 1810, aud died in Mansfield, Ohio, May 
X, 1866. 


W IL L IA M 
E. 
FIN C K . 
William E. Finck was born at Somerset, formerly, and at that time, 
th* county seat of Perry county, in the year 1822, and there he continued 
to reside during the remainder of the 
century, held in the highest esteem by 
all who knew him for his many traits 
of typical American 
citizenship. 
He 
was largely educated at St. Joseph’s 
college, n^ar his native town, one of 
the pioneer colleges of Ohio. 
He was fitted by nature, as he was 
by education, for the legal profession, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1843. 
H e was shortly afterw ard made prose 
outing attorney of the county, by a p ­ 
pointment, and 
quickly came to 
be 
recognized as a lawyer, in the lower 
courts and in the supreme court of the 
state. A most genial gentleman and an 
orator of unrivalled powers, he was 
popular to a degree 
but seldom a t­ 
tained. 
He was originally a W hig in poll 
tics, attended 
all the W hig nation; 
conventions as a delegate from 1844 
1852, but In 1851 left the W hig party 
because of the secret methods of what 
, 
was popularly known as the Know 
Nothings, and allied himself with the Democratic party, and was one of Ila 
ablest advocates ever after to the close of the century. 
He represented the Fifteenth Senatorial district, Perry and Muskingum 
Unties, in the Fiftieth and Fifty-fifth geneial assemblies, and was the Dem­ 
o t i c candidate for attorney general and supreme judge, under the second 
constitution, but failed of election. 
In 1862 he was elected as a Democrat to the Thirty-eighth congress from 
“ • iwslfth district, Perry, Fairfield, Pickaway, Hocking, Ross and Pike 
•aunties, and was re-elected to the Thirty-ninth from the same district in 
*»d was elected to the Forty-third in 1874 from the Twelfth district.

the vacancy caused by the resignation oTf H. J. Jewett, iii 1850 lie ran as the 
V hig candidate against James M. Gaylord, Democrat, in the Thirteenth dis­ 
trict, and so great was his popularity that he came w ithin a few votes of 
being elected against an immense adverse Democratic majority.

He studied law and 
supported himself by teaching until 
he was admitted to the bar in 1844, be­ 
ing examined in the supreme court by 
Edwin M. Stanton, afterward 
secre­ 
tary of war. 
His 
examination 
indicated 
hto 
thorough mastery of the profession, 
and bespoke him the brilliant profes­ 
sional career which followed. He loca­ 
ted in Celina, Mercer county, and was 
made prosecuting attorney and called 
to other

local trusts.

spent the remainder of his life in ac­ 
tive practice at Celina, and was held in 
the highest esteem. 
In 1862 he was elected to the T hir­ 
ty-third congress as a Democrat from 
the Fifth district, Mercer, Van W ert, 
Allen. Auglaize, Hardin, Hancock and 
Wyandot counties, and was re-elected 
to the Thirty-ninth from the same dis­ 
trict. and then voluntarily retired to the more congenial pursuits of life. As 
a congressman he displayed marked abilities.

E C K L E Y . 
General Ephraim R. Eckley, a prominent citizen of Carroll county, was 
orn in Jefferson county, Ohio, Dee. 9, 1812, and in addition to local trusts, 
was honored with many public positions by the voters of his county and dis­ 
trict, and discharged all the duties imposed upon him with rare fidelity. 
He 
was a Whig, and afterw ard a leading Republican. 
In the civil war he was 
co onel of the I wenty-sixth O. V. I., and was made a brigadier general. 
He was a member of the state senate in the Forty-second general assem ­ 
bly and was successively re-elected up to the Forty-ninth, and was a member 
of the house from Carroll county in the Fifty-first. 
In 1862 he was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress from the Seventeenth 
district, Carroll, Columbiana, Stark and Jefferson counties, and was re-elected 
to the Thirty-ninth in 1864 and the Fortieth in 1860 from the saq^e district. 
Both in the legislature and in congress he was an efficient and painstaking 
legislator. 
He served under General Rosecrans during the civil war in 1861, 
and under General Sheridan in 1Q62. 
He served on the common pleas bench 
prior to entering congress. 
He is living in quiet retirem ent at his home in 
Carroll county in the closing year of the century. 


J O H N 
O ’N E IL L . 
John O Nicll of Zanesville was among the brightest men who ever came 
to the bar in that section of the state, and had but few rivals anywhere as an 
advocate or as a profound reasoner be­ 
fore the courts. His oratorical powers 
were not only of the highest order, 
but had the forceful quality of concen­ 
tration of thought and vividuess of ex­ 
pression.

He was born in Philadelphia, De­ 
cember 17, 1822, removed to Frederick, 
Maryland, and afterward to Zanes­ 
ville, where he entered the law office 
of Richard Stillwell, was admitted to 
the bar, and entered upon the practice 
of his profession soon after attaining 
his majority, and still remains one of 
the ornam ents of the Zanesville bar, 
respected and trusted by all, and so 
continued until the close of the cen­ 
tury. 
He wa* elected as a Democrat to the Thirty-eighth congress in 1862 from 
the Thirteenth district, Muskingum, Licking, Coshocton and Knox counties, 
and served but a single term iu congress, where he acquitted himself with 
great credit. 
In 1833 he was elected to the Slxty-slxth general assembly as a senator 
from the combined Fifteenth and Sixteenth Senatorial districts, and was 
elected to the Sixty-seventh two years later and chosen president pro tem. at 
Us organization.
